The Narrow View vs. the Facts of Life 


(We are indebted to Dr. Allison G. James, Editor of the Southern California 
State Dental Association Journal, for this very incisive and thought-provoking 
editorial which he has permitted us to reprint. He has expressed most effectively 
the attempt on the part of some to stampede the profession into delegating to 
untrained and improperly-prepared individuals responsibilities which require 
the very best in professional training and skill. In spite of the hue and cry of 
lack of available manpower there are still many men who can take care of more 
people. Ancillary help can increase our efficiency greatly but not to practice 
dentistry as we know it. Our first responsibility is to the health and welfare of 
the public. We in Chicago are well acquainted with the problem of the illegal 
practice of dentistry by those not qualified by education and training. 

Most of the recommendations which Dr. James makes come from the Survey 
of Dentistry. Get a copy and read it. Take note of those listed as members of 
the Commission. Out of the sixteen members there are only four members of 
the dental profession included and not one who today is engaged full-time 
in the active practice of dentistry. It seems only reasonable that the man who 
deals day-in-and-out in the practice of dentistry for the American public should 
have a little better representation. Only dentists can speak for dentistry if we 
are to remain free.—E. Ebert. ) 


Unbiased thought is highly recommended but beyond doubt is never com- 
pletely achieved by any man considering matters which affect his own interest. 
The more biased the thinking, the narrower the view held. This is true in the 
professions, in politics, and in economics. The narrow view leads the specialist 
in the healing arts and sciences to view each case in his own terms, the partisan 
politician or voter to see each issue only in his own terms and in economics the 
individual to adopt any measures leading to rapid fulfillment of his wants. Full 
knowledge of the history of the past is the great antidote for the narrow view. 
Our heritage as citizens and as professional men in this country has been 
freedom. Now we find ourselves beset on all sides with forces attempting to 
diminish this freedom. We are largely governed now by bureaucracy rather than 
legislatures. Bureaucrats have been known to subvert through administration 
the intent of laws passed by legislators both at state and national levels. For 
selfish reasons responsible citizens have refused to “go into politics” and many 
for the same reasons fail to cast their votes. The polls illustrate very clearly the 
failure of a large segment of the population to exercise the voting privilege. 
Legislators have allowed usurption of their functions in many instances by 
bureaucrats rather than make the effort to maintain their duties. A large seg- 
ment of the dental profession have openly sneered at what they term “dental 
politicians,” those who are willing to take a working interest in the administra- 
tion of their profession. At our annual state business meeting it invariably is 
necessary to scour the halls to gather in a quorum necessary to conduct the 
official business of the meeting. 

The Survey of Dentistry, the Final Report of the Commission on the Survey 
of Dentistry in the United States was published in March of this year, 1961. It 
contains a great deal of statistical information and a number of recommenda- 
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tions. The United States Department of Public Health figures give the ratio of 
dentists to total population. They are listed as 1930—one dentist to 1,724 popu- 
lation; 1 me dentist to-2,174 population and projected for 1975—one 
dentist to 2,440 population. It is implied that this latter ratio estimated for 1975 
would be catastrophic. Therefore, the solution is to increase the number of 
dental schools and dental students as-rapidly as possible. Nothing is considered 
apparently in relation to the rate of utilization of existing dental care available. 

In another section of the Survey is found the American Dental Association’s 
estimate of utilization of dental service by the public. In 1930 it was estimated 
that only twenty to twenty-five percent of the total population visited a dentist 
in the course of the year. The percentage had increased to forty by 1949 and to 
forty-two in 1950 and forty-five in 1955. These figures do not indicate the 
completeness of the care received by each dental patient. The Bureau of 
Economic Research and Statistics of the American Dental Association made an 
analysis of the per capita expenditures of dental care in the period 1935 to 1958 
with corrections for price changes. In that twenty-three year period there was 
an increase of the per capita expenditure for dentistry from $3.49 to $7.43— 
114%. A statement on page 6 of the Survey-that “only about forty per cent of 
all Americans receive adequate dental care” appears hardly tenable if the 
utilization rate of forty-five per cent or more holds. 

It has been generally accepted that the utilization rate of dental services has 
been higher on the Pacific Coast than the average for the country, and the 
highest utilization rate in Southern California. In 1955 the dentist to population 
ratio in Southern California was—one to 2,000. Yet no dire effects were notice- 
able. As a matter of fact, there were very few dentists who felt they could not 
accommodate a considerable increase in numbers of patients within their prac- 
tices. This brief item of history rather deflates the insinuations of catastrophe 
for the future. 

The very effective programs of dental health education which the Dental 
Associations have carried on since 1946 have played a large part in the increase 
of the utilization of dental services. It is to be expected that these programs 
will become increasingly effective in the years to come. The increase in utiliza- 
tion and the completeness of treatment per patient will also undoubtedly 
increase. The Survey of Dentistry in the conclusions following the chapter on 
Dental Practice states “in 1960 dentists are caring for the dental needs of twice 
as many people proportionately as they did in 1930. This increase in dental care 
has come about despite a diminishing number of dentists in proportion to the 
‘population. One of the major reasons that fewer dentists are able to provide 
more care is the steadily increasing use of auxiliary help. Dental assistants, 
dental hygienists, and dental laboratory technicians. The quantity and quality 
of dental practice have improved because more dentists are delegating tasks 
which do not require their judgment and skill.” 

This increased utilization of auxiliary personnel undoubtedly is a very impor- 
tant factor as stated, but before discussing others which may have similar 
importance, reference is made to the recommendations at the end of the con- 
clusions. Those pertaining to utilizing a greater number of well trained dental 
assistants and the need for increase in schools for their training, and the legal 
insistence of authorizations for dental laboratory technicians working in com- 
mercial laboratories are not open to criticism. Two recommendations, however, 
are very disturbing to thinking practitioners of dentistry. They recommend the 
expansion of the duties of auxiliary personnel. What expansion is intended is 
not specified, but a start with Hygienists is recommended since they already are

licensed. It is true, that among certain dental educators there is a renewed 
interest in establishing two level dentistry. Such interest leads to the conclusion 
that proponents of such measures either are uninformed of the history of such 
retrogressive steps which have depressed the standards of dental care in other 
countries, or that with the knowledge of their failure in other areas, they never- 
theless intend to impose it upon American dentistry, in the interest of advancing 
the welfare state. That this latter is the intent of certain bureaucrats within our 
political government and possibly some within our dental profession, is unde- 
niable. Rumblings received from Texas and Arizona indicate the recognition of 
this by a good many dental practitioners. Should the bureaucrats of the United 
States Office of Education succeed in imposing their “United States Educa- 
tional Agency” on the republic, should those voracious power seekers of the 
AFL-CIO hierarchy succeed with their avowed determination to socialize the
